Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 


I  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st.  December 
1964*  together  with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 


The  Vital  Statistics  regarding  Births  and  Deaths  in 
the  Rural  District  during  the  year  do  not  differ  materially  from 
the  rates  which  apply  to  the  County  as  a  whole.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  of  the  354  deaths  recorded  264  were  aged  65  years 
or  more  and  172  were  over  75  years. 


The  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  which  is 
a  biennial  occurrence ,  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Once  again  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  Typhoid 
or  Poliomyelitis  occurred.  All  these  diseases  can  now  be 
prevented  by  appropriate  vaccination  and  inoculation  and 
it  is  essential  that  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  regain  their 
former  prevalence.  This  can  only  be  done  by  continuing  with  the 
appropriate  measures  of  prevention.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  administration 
of  the  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1964* 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministries  of  Health, 

Housing  and  Local  Government,  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the 
necessary  Tables  and  Statistics  have  been  included  in  the  report. 

The  year  under  review  has  once  again  proved  satisfying  inasmuch 
as  work  has  progressed  satisfactorily  in  the  various  duties  the  Department 
is  called  upon  to  carry  out. 

On  the  1st  May,  1964?  the  ’Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act’ 
came  into  force,  making  it  obligatory  on  persons  employing  staff  in 
Offices  and  Shops  to  make  application  to  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
Registration  of  such  premises,  at  the  same  time  supplying  certain  relevant 
details.  Essentially  the  Act  caters  for  the  health,  comfort  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  shop  and  office  premises.  Tables  A,  B  and  C 
record  the  work  undertaken  during  the  last  five  months  of  the  period 
under  review  by  the  Department. 

On  the  1st  January,  1964?  the  ’Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act, 

1963’  came  into  force.  This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  keeping  of 
boarding  establishments  for  animals  and  is  intended  to  secure,  for  the 
animals  housed,  suitable  accommodation,  food,  drink  and  bedding  and  to 
ensure  that  all  reasonable  precautions  are  taken  against  infectious  diseases 
and  fire.  In  Table  D  details  are  given  of  the  number  of  applications, 
licences  issued  and  inspections  made  during  the  past  year.

The  work  of  carrying  out  the  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  within  the 
Rural  District  continued  throughout  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  sixteen 
properties  on  the  Council’s  List  of  Sub-Standard  Dwellings.  During  this 
period  twenty- nine  houses  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation,  whilst  twenty- 
seven  were  demolished.  In  addition,  fifty- three  families  were  rehoused 
from  sub-standard  properties,  thirty- nine  by  the  Council  and  fourteen 
privately. 

A  total  of  one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  visits  and 
inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  housing 
matters  generally*

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 


The  implementation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960  continued  its  demands  throughout  the  period  under  review. 

This  necessitated  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  visits  and 
inspections  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  together  with  a  great  deal 
of  office  and  administrative  work. 

There  were  sixty-four  licensed  caravan  sites  within  the  District 
during  the  year,  of  which  thirty-nine  were  for  Residential  use  only, 
eighteen  for  holiday  caravans  only,  and  seven  mixed  sites. 

The  sixty-four  sites  provided  accommodation  for  some  one  thousand 
and  forty- three  caravans  and  approximately  four  hundred  and  twenty- two 
families  were  permanently  residing  on  these  sites  during  the  year.

Slaughterhouses 

Once  again  I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  standard  of  hygiene 
in  the  eight  licensed  slaughterhouses  situated  within  the  Rural  District 
was  well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Slaughtermen’s  Licences  were  issued  to  thirty-four  applicants  to 
slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958* 


Meat  Inspection, 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  period 
under  review  totalled  18,876,  and  in  order  to  maintain  a  one  hundred 
per  cent  meat  inspection  standard  1,561  visits  were  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Details  of  animal  carcases  inspected,  the  overall  incidence  of 
disease  and  specific  infections  necessitating  total  condemnation  of 
such  carcases  are  shown  in  Tables  4  and  5«

An  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  to  be  dealt  with,  coupled  with 
exceptionally  large  quantities  of  wrapping  materials,  accounts  for  the 
steadily  rising  figures.  Considerable  quantities  of  combustible  materials 
are  separated  and  burnt  under  control  at  the  Refuse  Tip, 


Requests  for  improved  collection  arrangements  are  frequently  received, 
and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  meet  these.  Collection  frequency  has  been 
improved  generally,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  Statistics  given  above. 

Although  the  policy  is  for  bins  to  be  placed  at  the  "kerbside", 
collections  are  made  from  houses  in  cases  of  genuine  need  where  an  applicant 
produces  a  Medical  Certificate  proving  inability  on  the  grounds  of  age  or 
illness.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  (Continued) 


Disposal . 

Disposal  by  controlled  tipping  depends  for  its  efficiency  on 
distribution,  consolidation  and  adequate  covering  of  surfaces. 

Unfortunately,  our  stock-pile  of  covering  material  was  not  replenished 
quickly  enough,  which  meant  that  a  considerable  amount  of  quarry  waste 
had  to  he  purchased.  Normally,  covering  material  is  obtained  at  no 
cost  by  arrangement  with  builders  and  contractors,  but  such  supplies 
are  bound  to  be  variable  in  quantity. 

Infestation. 

Fly  infestation  is  a  recurring  problem  on  any  refuse  dump,  and  there 
are  no  exceptions,  even  when  every  measure  is  taken  to  control  this  menace 
flies  are  brought  to  the  dump  with  the  refuse  from  all  parts  of  the  district. 
It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  that  all  householders  should  provide  a 
properly  constructed  bin  with  a  tightly  fitting  lid  -  the  contents  of  which 
should  be  packed  as  tightly  as  possible  and  kept  diy.  Bottles,  tins,  etc. 
should  be  washed  out  before  being  placed  in  the  bin. 

The  whole  tipping  area  is  sprayed  throughout  the  day  to  combat  the  fly 
menace,  and  this  is  also  done  during  week-ends  and  throughout  all  holiday 
periods. 

Regular  treatments  are  carried  out  to  combat  the  inroads  of  rats  and 
to  control  any  infestation  of  these  pests  which  is  bound  to  arise  at  times. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 
Rodent  Control 


Sewerage  Schemes  throughout  the  District  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  have  been  test-baited.  All  those  found  to  be  Infested  have  received 
two  maintenance  treatments.  The  operation  has  proved  to  be  most  satis¬ 
factory  and  good  results  have  been  obtained.  Disposal  works,  following 
regular  survey,  have  been  treated  where  necessary  and  satisfactorily 
cleared.  Regular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip. 

Agricultural  properties  in  the  majority  of  cases  have  been  treated 
where  necessary  by  a  private  contractor.  The  Council’s  Operator  has  found 
that  good  results  have  been  achieved  upon  re-visiting. 

The  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  has  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  manner  in  which  the  work  has 
been  carried  out.
